The rail-bus argument is engrossing the attention of many 
towns. 
At bus hearings conducted by the State Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission arguments are advanced by both sides. 
Recently a hearing of representatives of railroads and busses 
was held at. Owatonna and the chamber of commerce supplied the 
rostrum. 
At the close of the talks, the Owatonna chamber of 
commerce refused to take any action on the request of railways 
to act toward the halting of bus competition, which the roads de­ 
clare are cutting their passenger traffic to a point where all trains 
run at a loss. 
The chamber decided on what we regard as a policy of 
‘‘watchful w aiting/’ 
They decided that support of one or the 
other side of the question was a matter for individual considera­ 
tion. 
Nevertheless, we are of opinion that this rail-bus controversy 
affects every town that has the service of both. 
Competition may 
become so ruinous that rails may be pulled up. 
No one can com­ 
pel a public utility to continue service when it can prove that it is 
conducting its services at a loss. 
The railroad is faced with the competition of the busses, as 
well as the individual automobile owner. 
The busses, as has been 
asserted by some of its spokesmen, are more concerned with com­ 
batting the individual car owner. 
The bus men claim they want 
to make their bus service so convenient and attractive that the 
individual car owner will leave his car in his garage and take to 
riding on the bus as being a cheaper mode of conveyance than 
driving his own car. 
The short haul passenger business of the railways is being 
seriously affected and that effect is noticeable at the union depots 
in St. Paul and Minneapolis, where many trains have been taken 
off the time tables. 
The busses are endeavoring to give prompt daily service and 
by their showing made strive to secure a permanent place in the 
sun of public opinion. The railways in the early days faced a river 
alid canal transpprtation competition, but this bus competition 
with its hitherto flexible routes, its comparat ively cheap fares and 
its local time tables is a problem in short haul passenger competi­ 
tion that offers some difficult points for the railroads to analyze 
and to overcome.

The chamber decided on what we regard as a policy of 
‘•watchful waiting/’ They decided that support of one or the 
other side of the question was a matter for individual considera­ 
tion.Nevertheless, we are of opinion that this rail-bus controversy 
affects every town that has the service of both. Competition may 
become so ruinous that rails may be pulled up. No one can com­ 
pel a public utility to continue service when it can prove that it is 
conducting its services at a loss. 
The railroad is faced with the competition of the busses, as 
well as the individual automobile owner. The busses, as has been 
asserted by some of its spokesmen, are more concerned with com­ 
batting the individual car owner. The bus men claim they want 
to make their bus service so convenient and attractive that the 
individual car owner will leave his car in his garage and take to 
riding on the bus as being a cheaper mode of conveyance than 
driving his own car. 
The short haul passenger business of the railways is being 
seriously affected and that effect is noticeable at the union depots 
in St. Paul and Minneapolis, where many trains have been taken 
off the time tables. 
The busses are endeavoring to give prompt daily service and 
by their showing made strive to secure a permanent place in ihe 
sun of public opinion. The railways in the early days faced a river 
and canal transpprtation competition, but this bus competition 
with its hitherto flexible routes, its comparatively cheap fares and 
its local time tables is a problem in short haul passenger competi­ 
tion that offers some difficult points for the railroads to analyze 
and to overcome.

Most significant, perhaps, is the 
last disclosure.

T hey held him personally respons­ 
ible for being cut off

Asked by Cabinet to Explain 
A fter ex plaining th a t “ because of

tat ion which has grow n up over the 
action of the Com m ittee appointed 
by P resid en t W ilson in A ugust, 1917. 
to determ ine a fair price for w h ea t,” 
several m em bers of the 
com m ittee 
had asked him to m ake a complete 
review of the episode, Hoover said:

“ Dr. F ra n k M. Surface, whose rep ­ 
u tation as an a g ric u ltu ral economist 
needs no reference, has made a th o r­ 
ough study of th e records of these 
w ar organizations and, for the first 
time, a report has

records. 
Farmer Saved From Disaster 
“ Dr. S urface’s objective view easi­ 
ly dem onstrates th a t the Am erican 
farm er was saved from w h a t other- 
wi.se would have been a com plete dis­ 
aster due to certain conditions cre at­ 
ed by the w ar and effectively dissi­ 
pates the m yth th a t price g u aran tees 
were entered into for an y other p u r­ 
pose or an y other result th an to pro­ 
tect the farm ers’ interest.

T h at the Allies had combined 
in 1917 to buy w heat from A m erican 
farm ers at not more than $1.50 per 
bushel.

T h at instead of being depriv­ 
ed of huge w ar tim e profits by the 
governm ent's 
intervention, as

farm ers have believed 
ever 
since, 
they actu ally w ere saved from “ com­ 
plete disaster” which menaced them, 
u n suspecting in the 
A llies’ 
agree­ 
ment. 
3. 
T h at Hoover him self had no 
p a rt in fixing the $2.20 price 
Hoover Not Responsible 
Most significant, perhaps, is the 
last disclosure. In all the eight years 
since the war, Hoover has borne the 
burden of the alm ost unanim ous hos­ 
tility of A m erican farm ers for 
his 
supposed p art in fixing the price. 
T hey held him personally respons­ 
ible for being cut off 
from 
profits 
w hich they believed they would have 
made if th e price had not been a r ­ 
b itra rily set. 
More th a n a n y th in g 
else, th is belief am ong farm ers has 
kept Hoover from being in the front 
ra n k 
of 
presidential 
contenders. 
P a rty leaders have felt th a t so long 
as he bore the farm ers’ dislike he 
could not be regard*d seriously as a 
candidate. 
If H oover’s sto ry is now accepted 
by his form er enemies, th e Commerce 
S ecretary m ust take on new sta tu re 
as a political figure. 
Asked by Cabinet to Explain 
A fter ex plaining th a t “ because of 
m isu n d erstan d in g 
and 
misrepresen 
tat ion w hich has grow n up over the 
action of the C om m ittee appointed 
by P resident Wilson in A ugust, 1917. 
to d eterm ine a fair price for w h ea t,” 
several m em bers of the 
com m ittee 
had asked him to m ake a complete 
review of the episode, Hoover said: 
“ The tim e has now 
come 
when 
certain factors in our w a r relations, 
relative to wheat, can be disclosed 
because they have so fa r passed into 
history as to be of dom estic interest 
only. 
F u rth erm o re, sufficient tim e 
has now elapsed so th at a broad per­ 
spective can be given of the w heat 
operations d u rin g the war. 
“ Dr. F ra n k M. Surface, whose rep ­ 
utation as an ag ric u ltu ral economist 
needs no reference, has made a th o r­ 
ough study of th e records of these 
w ar organizations and, for the first 
time, a report has 
been 
prepared 
based on a full exam ination of these 
records. 
Farmer Saved From Disaster 
“ Dr. Surface’s objective view easi­ 
ly dem onstrates th a t th e A m erican 
farm er was saved from w h at o th e r­ 
wise would have been a com plete dis­ 
aster due to certain conditions c re a t­ 
ed by the w ar and effectively dissi­ 
pates the m yth th a t price gu aran tees 
were entered into for an y o ther p u r­ 
pose or any other result th an to pro­ 
tect the farm ers’ interest. 
“ In July, 1917, as U nited States 
Food A dm inistrator, I presented 
to 
tiie P resident certain facts w hich re­ 
sulted in the appointm ent of

T hrough control of wvrid 
shipping and the blockade ag ain st 
the enemy, this agency w as the sole 
buyer of our w heat. 
Foreign Price Fixing 
“ The domestic price of w heat to 
the A m erican farm er w as fixed by 


the price which could be realised for 
the export surplus. 
As export b u y ­ 
ing was all in one hand, the o p era­ 
tion of the law of supply and de­ 
mand had been abolished and 
the 
price of w heat to the A m erican fa r­ 
mer, therefore, would be determ ined 
by 
the 
price which 
th is buying 
agency determ ined to 
pay. 
Price 
fixing for A m erican w heat was th u s 
already under way in foreign lands. 
Congress had provided a m inim um 
price of only $2.00 per bushel for 
the 19IS crop and it had made no 
provision for the 1917 crop tln n be­ 
ing harvested. 
“ The Allied governm ents had fixed 
prices of w heat in th e ir ow n coun­ 
tries a t about $1.S0 per bushel, and 
in order to lay down A m erican w heat 
at tliis price they considered 
th a t 
they should pay the Am erican fa r­ 
mer about $1.50 per bushel at C hi­ 
cago for the 1917 crop. 
“ In support of 
this 
contention 
th eir 
agents contended 
th a t 
any 
higher price to the Am erican farm er 
would require an increase 
in 
lh 
price of bread in the Allied conn 
tries; th a t the A m erican farm er had 
realized only about $1.30 per b i hoi 
for his previous y ear’s w heat despite 
the $3.00 corner on the Chicago m ar 
ket w hich occurred after n early 35 
per cent of all the wheat had left the 
farms. 


Other Wheat Cheaper 
, 
“ T hey also pointed out th a t thev 
could purchase ab u n d an t supplies of 
w heat in A rg en tin a and A u stralia at 
$1.50 per bushel or less and th e only 
reason they were 
prevented 
from 
av ailin g them selves of such cheaper 
supplies by the longer voyages to 
these other m ark ets was because of 
the dem and of the A m erican G overn­ 
ment for the use of th e ir shipping 
for th e tran sp o rta tio n of our troops 
and supplies. 
“ In view of those determ in atio n s 
it 
w as 
clear 
that 
unless 
action 
should 1)0 taken on our part, the Am 
erican farm er would receive $1.50 
per bushel for his w heat and the 
price was already falling rapidly to 
w ard th a t level. I and my colleagues 
considered th a t a situ atio n w as im ­ 
pending of the greatest injustice and 
danger to the A m erican farm ers and 
we recom m ended to the

should

control of the m arket, and th a t he 
should asesm ble a com m ittee 
p re­ 
dom inantly representing the a g ric u l­

THE rail-bus argum ent is engrossing the attention of many 
towns. 
At bus hearing’s conducted by the State Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission argum ents art* advanced by both sides. 
Recently a hearing of representatives of railroads and busses 
was beld at Owatonna and the chamber of commerce supplied the 
rostrum. 
At the close of the talks, the Owatonna chandler of 
commerce Defused to take any action on the request of railways 
to act toward the halting of bus competition, which the roads de­ 
clare are cutting their passenger traffic to a point where all trains 
run at a loss. 
The chamber decided on what we regard as a policy of 
“watchful waiting* 
They decided that support of one or the 
other side of the question was a matter for individual considera- r<4lmv 
tion. 
Nevertheless, we are of opinion that this rail-bu.s controversy 
affects every town that has the service of both. 
Competition may 
become so ruinous that rails may be pulled up. 
No one can com­ 
pel a public utility to continue service When It can prove that it is 
conducting its services at a loss. 
The railroad is faced with the competition of the busses, as] iori<*<i. Boston Tnmsetopt 
well as the individual automobile owner. 
The busses, as has been , 
asserted by some of its spokesmen, are more concerned with com­ 
batting the individual car owner. 
The bus men claim they want 
to make their bus service so convenient and attractive that the 
individual car owner will leave his car in his garage and take to 
riding on the bus as being a cheaper mode of conveyance than 
driving his own car. 
The short haul passenger business of the railways is being 
.seriously affected and that effect is notices I de at the union depots 
in St. Paul and Minneapolis, where many trains have been taken 
off the time tables. 
The busses are endeavoring to give prompt daily service and 
by their showing made strive to secure a permanent place in the 
sun of public opinion.

At its copybook best, the new w riting is rococo; at its very 
general worst, it is rocoeo-in-ruins. 
It looks to us like a con­

W ashington, Aug. 12— After right 
years of silence, Herbert Hoover ha* 
at last come forward with the inride 
story of the fixing of the price of 
wheat at $2.20 per bushel during tile 
war. 
The tale, which ta unfolded in a 
foreword to a final report on the ac­ 
tivities of the t'nlted State* Grain 
Corporation prepared by Dr. Frank 
M. Surface, economist, is untaxing In 
that it discloses 
- 
1. 
That the Allies had combined 
in 1?*1? to buy wheat from American 
farmers at not more than $1.50 per 
bushel. 
2. 
That Instead of being depriv­ 
ed of huge war time profits by the 
government’s 
intervention, as 
the 
farmers have believed 
ever 
since, 
they actually were saved from “com­ 
plete disaster’’ whieh menaced them, 
unsuspecting Iii the 
Allies’ 
agree­ 
ment. 
3. 
That Hoover himself had no 
part In fixing the $2.20 price 
Hoover Not Responsible 
Most significant, perhaps, is the 
last disclosure. In all the eight y^ars 
since the war, Hoover has borne the 
burden of the almost unanimous hos­ 
tility of American farmers for 
his 
WIP posed pari In fixing Hie price. 
They held him personally respons­ 
ible for tieing cut off 
from 
profits 
which they believed they would have 
made lf the price had not been ar­ 
bitrarily set. 
More than anything 
else, this belief among farmers bas 
kept Hoover from being in the front 
rank 
of 
presidential 
contenders, 
Tarty leaders have felt that do long 
as he bore the farmers’ dislike he 
could not be regardtd seriously as a 
candidate. 
lf Hoover’s story is now accepted 
by his former enemies, the Commerce 
Secretary must take on new stature 
sis a political figure. 
Asked by Cabinet to Explain 
After explaining that “bem use of 
misunderstanding 
and 
misrepreNen 
tat ion which has grown up over the 
action of the Committee appointed 
by President Wilson in August. 1917, 
to determine a fair price for wheat,** 
several members of the 
committee 
had ask* d him to make a complete 
review of the episode, Hoover said: 
“Tile time has now 
come 
when 
certain factors in our war relations, 
relative to wheat, can lie disclosed 
because they have so far passed into 
history as to be of domestic interest 
only. 
Furthermore, sufficient time 
has now elapsed so that a broad per­ 
spective can he given of the Wheat 
operations during the war. 
“Dr. Frank M. Burlace, whose rep­ 
utation as an agricultural economist 
needs no reference, has made a thor­ 
ough study of the records of these 
war organizations and, for the* first 
time, a report has 
been 
prepared 
based on a full examination of these 
records. 
Farm er Saved From Disaster 
“Dr. Surface's objective view’ easi­ 
ly demonstrates that the American 
farmer was saved from what other­ 
wise would have been a complete dis­ 
aster due to certain conditions creat­ 
ed by the war and effectively dissi­ 
pates the myth that price guarantees 
were entered into for any other pur­ 
pose* or any other result than to pro­ 
tect the* farmers’ interest. 
“ In July, 1917, as United Stales 
Food Administrator, I presented 
to 
the President certain facts which re­ 
sulted in the appointment of 
the 
Committee* to consider the situation. 
Briefly these facts were: that, in the 
spring of 1917, the Allies, by bid­ 
ding against each other, had forced 
the price of wheat from $1.50 to ov­ 
er $3,00 per bushel. 
“ In order to abolish this competi­ 
tion between themselves, the Allies 
governments before we came into the 
war had consolidated their purchas­ 
ing of world wheat into one baying 
agency. 
Through c ontrol of w . rid 
shipping and the blockade against 
the enemy, this agency was the sob* 
buyer of our wheat. 
Foreign Price Fixing 
‘’The domestic price of wheat lo 
the American farmer was fixed by 


the price which could be realised for 
the export surplus. 
As export buy­ 
ing was all in one hand, the opera­ 
tion of the law of supply and de­ 
mand had been abolished and 
the 
price of wheat to the American far­ 
mer, therefore, would be determined 
by 
the 
price which 
this buying 
agency determined to 
pay. 
Price 
fixing for American wheat was thus 
already under way in foreign lands. 
Congress had provided a minimum 
price of only $2.00 per bushel for 
the 1918 crop and it had made no 
provision for the 1917 crop thin be­ 
ing harvested. 
"The Allb d governments had fixed 
prices of wheat in their own coun­ 
tries at about $18® per bushel, and 
in order to lay down A m r iran wheat 
at this price they considered 
that 
they should pay the American far­ 
mer about $1.50 per bushel at Chi­ 
cago for the 1917 crop. 
“ In support of 
this 
content on 
their agents contended 
that 
any 
higher price to the American farmer 
would require an Increase 
in 
the 
price of bread In the Allied coun­ 
tries; that the American farmer ha! 
realised only about $1.30 per Ii; hoi 
for his previous year's wheat despite 
the $3.00 corner on the Chicago mar­ 
ket which occurred after nearly SI 
per cent of all the wheat had left the 
farm*. 


Other W heat Cheaper 
. 
"They also pointed out that thee 
could purchase abundant supplies of 
wheat in Argentina and Australia at 
$1.50 per bushel or less and the only 
reason they were 
prevented 
from 
availing themselves of such cheaper 
supplies by the longer voyages to 
thest* other markets wns because of 
the demand of the American Govern­ 
ment for the use of their shipping 
for the transportation of our troops 
and supplies. 
“In view of these dot rniinntk’i.a, 
It 
was 
clear 
that 
u n b ss 
aribin 
should he taken on our part. the Am­ 
erican 
farmer would receive $1.50 
Per bushel for his wheat and the 
price was already falling rapidly to 
ward that level. I and my coll agues 
considered that a situation was Im­ 
pending of the greatest injustice and 
danger to the American farmers and 
w,e recommended to the 
President 
that our Government 
should 
take 
control of the market, and that he 
should asesmble a committee 
pre­ 
dominantly representing the agricul­ 
tural interests of the country, which 
should he called on to consider the 
situation, and. if they 
though; 
it 
wise. to determine what wpuld bo a 
fair price for the 1917 crop. 
“ Moreover, It was my desire that 
the farmer through this committee 
would have an opportunity lo con­ 
sider the Congressional minimum of 
$2.00 per bushel which w’as bound to 
become the price in the 
following 
year unless some action was taken. 
President’s Committee 
“ The President’s Committee, after 
exhausted examination, recommend­ 
ed to the President that a fair price 
for the 1917 crop would be $2.2A per 
bushel for No, I Northern Wheat, at 
Chicago with 
appropriate d ifb m i- 
tials for other grades and markets. 
The President accepted these recom­ 
mendations and directed 
that 
the 
Food 
Administration 
should 
carry 
them into effect. 
“I feel free to praise the endeavors 
of the Committee, because, contrary 
to popular belief neither I nor Mr. 
.Julius Barnes, nor my 
othe** 
col­ 
leagues in the Food Administration, 
participated in the deliberation 
or 
recommendations of that committee 
as to prices. 
That the farmer would 
have realized far less for his whefct 
without the important and coura” 


ous action of the committee is cep | 
tain." 
Hoover refererd to 
a 
statement, 
apparently lost sight of, in support 
of his contention that he never par­ 
ticipated in the fixing of the price. 
Which he said President Wilson had 
Issued saying; 
“ Mr, Hoover At his 
express wish, has taken no part in 
the deliberations of the committ a*. 
on w hose recomcndation I dctermin * 
the Government’s fair price, nor ha: 
he in any way intimated an opinion 
regarding that price.*'
